Operating appropriations for mental 
institutions have been increased by almost 
four million dollars and some physical 
improvements have been made. Addi- 
tional personnel is being added to pro- 
vide better patient care. 

But the greatest progress is still for 
the future. A capital improvements pro- 
gram totaling almost 13 million dollars 
is getting under way. About seven million 
in buildings are expected to be let to 
contract this year at Milledgeville and 
Gracewood. The Atlanta treatment cen- 
ter, to cost approximately six million 
dollars, will follow within a year. 

These physical properties are impor- 
tant in the over-all picture. But to staff 
them and to get an adequate treatment 
program into operation will cost increas- 
ing amounts of money each year. Operat- 
ing the Atlanta center alone will cost at 
least five million dollars a year. 


Dr. William Rottersman, chairman of 
the governor’s advisory committee on 
mental health, warns that within five to 
eight years we will need an operating 
budget of 35 to 40 million dollars. He 
points out, however, that this expenditure 
could result in economy. In Kansas, for 
instance, the mental hospital patient load 
was reduced by one-third in a decade. 
Kansas spends $6 per day per patient. 
Georgia spends $2.76. 

The appalling situation that existed at 
Milledgeville and in other aspects of the 
mental health program is now well 
known. But to correct it and to erase 
this shame from our state will require 
the sustained support of the people and 
their political leaders. Let’s not rest easy 
until the job is done.

Vandiver’s Move Will

Elderly Georgians deserve prompt 
guidance on the state’s medical aid plans 
for them. And Gov. Vandiver has moved 
to relieve their suspense. 


His appointment of a study commit- 
tee under Carl Sanders is a proper first 
step. By Dec. 1 it will report to the 
public on its recommendation to the Leg- 
islature. 

State action is required to start the 
federal-state program of medical as- 
sistance to the needy aged. 


The bill as passed by Congress was a 
stopgap arrangement. Future revision 
seems likely. Any aid forthcoming under 
the present plan will predictably be 
minor. The state’s elderly citizens should 
recognize this, and not subject themselves 
to disappointment later. 

At present, however, they have no 
hint at all as to what is in store, and 
Gov. Vandiver’s decision to study and 
frame his course of action will serve 
at least to end confusion.

There’s a Dollar Value 
On Staying in School 


“The unskilled worker i# a figure in 


_the economic museum.” 


These words come from Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell in urging young people to 
stay in school instead of dropping out 
during high school years. Those who drop 
out anyway face rough going in the fu- 
ture in competition for better jobs. 


In the past there was a surplus of un- 
skilled, manual jobs cut out for a young 
man with limited education. But as the 
secretary says, that time rapidly is be- 
coming history. Rapid advance of tech- 
nology has brought about dramatic 
changes in the nature of our labor force 
and in the nature of jobs. 


Demand for the educated, professional 
and skilled worker has skyrocketed while 
the unskilled labor force has declined 
sharply. The trend spells opportunity for 
the trained and less and less demand for 
the untrained. 


Placing a value upon years of school- 
ing, the Labor department says a recent 
study indicates that a young man start- 
ing out in 1960 can expect to earn around 
$200,000 during his lifetime—depending 
upon his education. Average lifetime 
earning potential of a grade-school grad- 
uate is estimated at $179,000; of the high 
school graduate, $243,000, and of the col- 
lege graduate, $343,000. 


It thus pays to stay in school. And as 
technology advances further, the un- 
trained and the unskilled will find it 
more and more difficult to compete.

Let the Movie Industry 
Clean Up Its Product 


We instinctively oppose censorship. 
It is not the American way. That way is 
to let the people know the facts and 
conditions of life, economics, politics, lit- 
erature, art and entertainment. 


But we take a dim view of the effort 
to eliminate Atlanta’s movie censor law. 
It may be, as charged, that the censor has 
barred some movies which might have 
been shown. 


But as a friend of the movies we 
have for some time been alarmed by the 
fact there are too many dirty movies. 
And they come too frequently. More and 
more the recommendation “adults only” 
is in the critic’s columns. At times even 
theaters are moved to put up a more or 
less meaningless sign, “adults only.”

What’s Happened 
To Our Dignity? 


WASHINGTON—An international diplomacy 
having all the dignity of a street brawl and an 
only slightly higher sense of responsibility than 


that of sailors drunk in a waterfront dive has been brought to these 
shores by Nikita Khrushchev and Fidel Castro. 


Suddenly we see before our eyes 
the fine, full flower of this ‘‘Cen- 
tury of the Common Man.”’ Some 
representatives of the common 
man have, in fact, becorne too 
dreadfully common for words. 
And so now we enter the age of 
imperti this in a coun- 
try which. two centuries ago 
helped lead the world into the 
Age of Reason. 

For, our own home-grown irre- 
sponsibilities and adult delin- 
quents contribute gladly to this 
ghastly assault upon elementary 
taste and elementary sense 
which the Communists and their 
stooges like Castro set off in New 
York. 

For examples, there are the 
“union leaders’”’ who take it upon 
themselves—though no one had 
yet understood them to be the 
lawful spokesmen of our foreign 
policies—to go out howling im- 
precations against foreign vis- 
itors who are, God save the mark, 
also the heads of powerful na- 
tions, restrained neither by tradi- 
tion nor by the ordinary pru- 
dence which civilized men have 
learned to exercise. 

And then there are the refu- 
gee groups which, accepting the 
hospitality of our long tradition, 
now use their opportunities to 
add to the clack and clamor. One 
can have the most compassionate

There is a profound and in- 
credulous sadness at the fate 
which has now overtaken the 
old values, such @s manner and 
reserve and a decent respect for 
great and somber issues, which 
ere surely entitled to as orderly 
a hearing among the public as 
might be given to a traffic case 
in a municipal court. 

Much has been said and written 
about the restriction of Nikita 
Khrushchev. to Manhattan. Island. 

Khrushchev and Castro have an 
undoubted right to be within that 
part of the city which is the ter- 
rain of the United Nations. They 
do not, however, have any right, 
of any kind, so to behave as to 
embroil a vast city in frighten- 
ing plots—real or phony—which 
might at any moment explode into 
incidents tragic for all mankind. 

And our self-appointed diplo- 
mats — whether union leaders 
anxious to show how “‘anti-Com- 
munist” they are, or refugees 
burning with natural resentments 
—have no right whatever to in- 
trude ignorantly and impertinent- 
ly and dangerously upon the con- 
duct of the foreign policy of the 
United States.

Study, Arm Self With Knowledge 
So Nikita Won't Be Frightening 


Fair, chubby, smiling men have no right to look as chillingly sinister 
as Nikita Khrushchev looked last week in the front page pictures of his 
— “balcony appearance in New York. If he had been lean and sardonic or even 
grubby and bearded like Castro I could account more easily for the queasy feeling that overtook me 


when I opened my paper on the morning after his arrival for the United Nations meeting. But a 
man of Khrushchev’s dimensions, by a lifetime’s associations, should be genial and happy-natured 
with no more ‘malice to him than a Walt Disney elf. 


But Mr.. Khrushchev, arms 
raised as in a benediction, sent 
me skittering back to my study 
of communism. Since Iwrote 
about it here several weeks ago 
I have been favored with a reg- 
ular snowfall of pamphlets, 
brochures and suggested read- 
ing lists. 

One little leaflet sent out by 
the Christian Anti-Communism 
Crusade of Houston, Tex., con- 
tains a questionnaire which of 
itself is enough to stir almost 
any slumbering citizen to ac- 
tion. The questionnaire is divid- 


ed into four séctions, political, 
church, education and civic, and 
it asks among other things if 
you're registered to vote, if you 
have been to a precinct meet- 
ing this year, did you vote in- 
telligently in all the primaries, 
runoffs and general elections 
this year, if you've communi- 
cated with your senator, con- 
gressman and state legislator 
and if you can discuss the vot- 
ing record of your representa- 
tives on major bills. 

The church portion of the 
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questionnaire asks if you're ac- 
tive in your church, if you are 
a student of the Bible and, in 
effect, what you know about 
your missionary program and 
how much you contribute to it. 
The civic club section suggests 
programs, speakers and study 
groups on the subject of com- 
munism. 

“All that is necessary for the 
triumph of evil is for good men 
to do nothing,” the leaflet 
quotes Edmund Burke. And 
turning to something good men 
can do, it quotes the American 
Bar Assn. thus: “For those who 
want to understand communism, 
we prescribe, not a 15-day trip 
to Russia but 15 days in a li- 
brary studying the Communist 


conspiracy.

Normally in Britain, money with 
no one to claim it goes to the 
treasury. But not so in the duchy 


of Cornwall. There it goes to Bon- 
ny Prince Charlie as the duke of 
Cornwall. 


Annual revenue from the estates 
of the duchy is about $252,000 but 
until he’s 18, Charles gets only 
$28,000 free of tax each year. The 
remainder goes to relieve what's 
called the civil list—the money the 
British government allows the
